A few Hide lights on the magni¬ 
tude of the cement industry are 
afforded by its consumption of cer¬ 
tain raw materials. 

In coal consumption the industry 
is reported to occupy fourth place 
among American coal-asing rnann 
factories in 1921, with a consump¬ 
tion of 7,400,000 tons. 

It aho ured 2,000,000 barrels of 
crude oil and 3,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of natural gas. In the same 
year the industry used 14,000,000 
pounds of dynamite for blasting. 

The raw materials, limestone, 
shale, slag, etc , exclusive of fuel 
and explosives, amoonted to about 
30,000,000 tons an average of more 
than 600 pounds to the barrel of 
cement (736 pounds). 

For the shipment of a large part 
of the output of finished cement, 
30,000,000 new sacks are estimated 
to l>e reqnired annually; this quan¬ 
tity of sacks represents the combin¬ 
ed operation of 1,600 looms every 
day for a year and the material from 
15,000,000 pounds of baled cotton. 
The cloth that goes into these sucks 
if woven In one piece 30 inches wide 
would be 17,000 miles long. 

It is estimated that the total in¬ 
vestment in the Portland cement 
iodnstry is about $300,000,000, the 
total number of employees more 
than 36,000, and the anunal pay 
roll more than $60,600,000.

As is already known a tract of 
laud for- new holdings was pur¬ 
chased about three years ago, for 
tbe ere^tiou of a school on the cot¬ 
tage plan, iu the Junction distiict 
of Trenton. We bad the pleaure of 
inipectiug the progress already 
made. 

First we called ou our old, time 
chum and classmate, Mr. George S. 
Porter, who has made the Silent 
Worker what it is today, for he 
built it up gradually from a small 
school paper to a flue magazine. 
We found him busy iu bis office, 
not ouly supervising the priutiug of 
the Silent Worker, bat on other work 
for the Commonwealth of New 
Jersey. 

Mr. Porter has an assistant fot 
each of bis several departments. 
Linotype, Press-work, Proof-tend¬ 
ing, Photo engraving, ete. 

When last we visited the Silent 
Worker office, about twelve years 
ago, all the work was mostly done 
by baud, hut today all the com¬ 
position is done by eight 
liuotype machines, and the office 
space has doubled, new presses add¬ 
ed, folding aud stitehiug machine 
installed, and an up to date photo¬ 
engraving maohiue put up, making 
tiie establishment indeed a vety big 
plant iu whioh to turn out lots of 
work. 

Through Mr. Porter wan quite 
hnsy, aud pretty tired from moving 
his household goods to a new house 
be had just purchased, he kindly 
showed tue around, aud on the day 
we called to see him, last Friday, he 
eveu took me to see the new school, 
where the Primary Department 
there was opened last fall, though 
uot completed. 

From what we was able to see, 
the place will be a model establish¬ 
ment tor hiioIi a school for the deaf. 
Tbe old school was uever suitable 
for a school, never having ample 
comiiiodationa for all the deaf of 
school age, and not enough play 
grounds, hut the new site, with its 
90 acres, will bn a heaven to tbe 
present and coining generation of 
deaf children of New Jersey. 

What little we were able to see, 
seems to have been admirably plan¬ 
ned. 

The grounds, though now seem¬ 
ingly a wildemers, are being fixed 
up by landscape gardneis, and 
with a lake on the left side, it looks 
to me as if in the wintei time the 
pnpils will have a real fine skating 
link right at hand. 

The buildings for the advanced 
or Academic Grades have uot been 
ooniineuced, tint it is said that real 
work will begiu on July 1st, aud 
pushed ou to a conclusion, so that 
they will be completed in a year or 
so. 

VVe did not have the pleasure of 
meeting tbe superintendent, Mr. 
Pope, but me learned that he is 
giving all his energies t« the con¬ 
traction of this fine establishment.
